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PEEFACE. 



Having been accustomed for many years 
to preach the great truths of the Gospel, 
in which I have endeavoured to interest my 
youthftd hearers, I feel desirous (now I can 
no longer stand up in pubHc to preach of 
Jesus Christ) to render some service by my 
pen to the rising generation, as I am quite 
willing to be "a teacher of babes," and, if 
possible, to lead some in early days to seek 
that kind Saviour, who says, "I love them 
that love me ; and those that seek me early 
shall find me."
